ment, so, Thursday morning when the 1 
second case of theft against Elkins 
was called he had it dismissed, as, i 
with the list of jurors from which to 
select not one seemed willing to be 
convinced that Elkins was a thief and 
was guilty as charged.

GROW YOUR OWN DAIRY FEED

AINTY, dazzling, delicious, such 
are the creations which Dame 
Fashion has introduced for the 
summer of 19011. 
To 
accommodate 
the 
clinging, 
slinky, floppy stylos now in vogue, 
materials are all of a kind calculated 
to fall in soft folds and drape in folds 
known as “classic,” and which are 
purely Parisian, 
and 
as 
much 
su­ 
perior to classic folds as the smart 
Paris gown is to the cumbersome 
toga, writes Marie de Montaigne. 
Sheer white embroidered robes are 
features of this and the coming sea­ 
son, and these are distinguished for 
the delicacy and exquisite workman­ 
ship of the embroidery. 
This, in the 
better class 
of 
machine-made 
em­ 
broidery, rivals hand work in beauty, 
and only an adept or the person who 
paid tin' bills could tell the difference 
between them. 
Our first illustration shows an ad­ 
mirable design In the latest mode for 
our warm season. 
It is a gown that 
may be made up in a wide variety of 
materials, from cloth to chiffon, or 
linen to mull. 
A 
gorgeous 
dinner 
gown could bo created by making the 
goimpe and stock; 
the 
full 
drawn 
puff across the front between the em­ 
pire band arid sash, and the sleeves 
of silver tissue with a gown of thin 
blue satin; or of gold tissue with any 
kind of black evening material. 
In 
the first case the empire bolero with 
its short upper sleeves; the sash, cuffs, 
edge of overskirt and bottom of skirt 
would be embroidered or braided in 
silver, 
in the next instance the black 
gown would be embroidered in gold. 
To make an afternoon gown of this 
model use soft silk or satin, and work 
an 
elaborate 
pattern 
of 
hand-em- 
broidery or soutache braid over the 
broad part of the bodice, which is 
formed somewhat on the bolero order 
in regard to brevity, and which serves 
to support the skirt by means of two 
broad, embroidered straps which are 
buttoned to the top of the sash. 
Of 
course, the strap is usually sewed 
firmly to the sash, but it is quite pos­ 
sible to fasten it on the button and 
with a concealed hook and eye in each 
corner. 
This would permit one to 
wear a sheer blouse on a warm day 
without the embroidered covering. 


The overskirt is looped iii upward 
folds im each side, and is embroid­ 
ered to harmonize with the design 
used upon the bodice.* 
This 
begins 
in a tiny scallop high up the front of 
the overskirt, and increases in the 
size of scallops towards the bottom. 
Duttons or button effects are set in 


each scallop. 
Usually these are of 
raised embroidery, beginning with a 
mere dot and growing to quite a large 
disc lower down on the overskirt. 
Upon the skirt is repeated another 
harmonizing embroidery or braid de 
sign that extends around the bottom 
on and above the hem and straggles 
up charmingly into an irregular point 
upon the front of the skirt. 
The bottom of the skirt lies on the 
floor in full, floppy folds all around 
and has a slight trail in the back. 
Between 
the 
embroidered 
bolero 
sleeves and cuff is a plain sleeve, fit­ 
ted and buttoned down the outer side. 
This may be of the dress material or 
of the sheer fabric used for the collar 
and front of the gown. 
When built of thin white or flow­ 
ered summer cotton fabrics the em- 
belished portions of the gown may be 
cut out of all-over embroidery or lace 
and supplied by edgings and floune- 
ings to match. 


Striped linen is used iii making up 
the gown shown in the illustration on 
the right. A combination of plain and 
striped linen would also be most ef­ 
fective in this model, while silk, in the 
same plan, w’ould also serve charm­ 
ingly. 


I he coat is built to fasten at one 
side under a panel front, in each of 
which is inserted along the middle a 
piece of trimming material. 
A semi- 
fitted effect is given the garment by 
means of narrow plaits or pin tucks 
that extend 
from 
below 
the 
bust 
down and emphasize a short-waisted 
appearance. 
A babyish round collar 
is edged with trimming, which may 
be either a striped material or tuck- 
ing, similar to that used upon the 
coat panel. 
Large buttons decorate 
each shoulder and also the sleeve cuff 
and straps around 
the 
upper arm. 
Perhaps the most striking feature in 
the gown is its prtty sleeve. 
This 
is 
mousquetaire, 
of 
three-quarter 
length, and show's, below' it, a fitted 
cuff of lace or such embroidered ma­ 
terial as may be selected to trim the 
dress with. 
A plaited skirt, madq 
walking length, completes an effec­ 
tive costume, which might be made 
up attractively in any cotton, linen, 
silk or thin wool goods suitable for 
a dress to be w orn in the forenoon. 
With this costume is shown a basin­ 
shaped hat with flowers around the 
crown and big loops of soft ribbon 
hanging over the back. 


Linen is an admirable material lr. 
which to build the model shown. 
It is 
a style equally adapted to light wool 
and silk fa b le s.—Baston Herald. 


| Home Grown 
Alfalfa and Cow Pea 
H ay Are Found to Be Valuable 
by Tennessee Dairymen. 


(Copyright, 1909.) 
Too many dairy fanners are run­ 
ning to the mills and feed stores for 
supplies for their dairy cows. 
They 
know they need concentrates, but do 
not study th*1 problem of feeding to 
a 
conclusion. 
Down 
in 
Tennessee 
they raise a great deal of cow pea hay 
and think much of it. 
Northern farm­ 
ers might raise more to advantage. 
They are also beginning 
to 
know 
what alfalfa is down there, and they 
are feeding it largely in many sec­ 
tions of the state. 
The Tennessee experiment station 
has helped th*' farmers immensely by 
experimenting with the different feeds 
for dairy and beef cattle. 
The inves- 


j tigators find that, the cost of milk can 
be greatly reduced by replacing a part 
of the concentrates in the daily ration 
of tile cow* with some roughness rich 
in protein, such as alfalfa or cow pea 
hay. 
It is an advantage to feed a dry 
I roughness, which is intended to re­ 
place a part of the concentrates iii a 
ration, with silage, because of its suc­ 
culent and palatable nature. 
A ton of alfalfa or cow pea hay may 
he produced at a cost of from $3.00 to 
$5.00, whereas wheat bran costs from 
$20 to $25. 
From two or three tons of 
cow pea hay and from three to five 
tons of alfalfa can be obtained from 
an acre of land; hence there is a great 
advantage in the utilization of these 
roughnesses 
iii the 
place of 
wdieat 
bran. 


Alfalfa and cow* pea hay cannot be 
substituted to the best advantage for 
cottonseed meal, as this foodstuff is 
so very rich in protein that a larger 
bulk must, be consumed than the ca­ 
pacity of the average cow will permit. 
I he substitution of a roughness rich 
.n protein tor an 
expensive 
concen­ 
trate will enable the dairyman to make 
milk and butter at a less cost and will 
thus solve one of 
his 
most 
serious 
problems. 
In substituting alfalfa hay for wheat 
bran it will be best to allow' one and 
one-half pounds of alfalfa 
to 
each 
pound of wheat bran, and the results 
are likely to prove more satisfactory 
if the alfallfa is fed in a finely chopped 
condition. 
These tests indicate that with alfal­ 
fa hay at $10 a ton and wdieat bran at 
$20 the saving effected by substituting 
alfalfa for wheat bran would be $2.00 
for every IOO pounds of butter and 19.S 
cents for every IOO pounds of milk. 
The farmer could thus afford to sell 
his milk for 19.8 cents a hundred less 
than he now receives and his butter 
lor about 22 cents, as compared writh 
25 cents a pound. 
These experiments show why alfalfa 
has been frequently used as a basis of 
manufactured foodstuffs, and indicate 
that the farmer who can grow it makes 
a mistake in 
purchasing 
artificial 
stuffs of which it forms the basis. 
When alfalfa was fed under the 
most favorable conditions a gallon of 
milk w'as obtained for 5.7 cents and a 
pound of butter for 10^4 cents. 
When 
cow' pea hay was fed the lowest cost 
of a gallon of milk was 5.2 cents and 
of a pound of butter 9.4 cents. 
In 
localities w’here peas have grown well 
it can be utilized to replace 
wheal 
bran, and in sections where alfalfa 
eau be grown this crop can be substi­ 
tuted for cow pea hay with satisfac- 
Mon.

v Like produces like” is the golden 
rule and summary of the science of 
breeding, says the American Cultiva­ 
tor. 
It must be remembered that the 
resemblance is decided not only by 
the immediate parents, but 
by 
the 
grandparents and the great grandpas 
ents, etc., all being connected like tho 
links in a chain, or rather like the 
twigs of a tree to the main branch. 
Hence the qualities of the family must 
extend through 
several 
generations, 
better a dozen generations, to appear I 
with fair certainty in the offspring. I 
When 
a 
characteristic 
has 
once j 
struck into the organisation of a line I 
of stock it remains with great persist­ 
ence, even when mated with unlike in-! 
dividuals, as, for instanc e, the broad 
belt of the Dutch cattle, which is 
nearly always impressed upon a cross ; 
of that breed; or the peculiar build1 
and disposition of the Morgan horse 
which persists in spite of many re- I 
moves from the pure Morgan stock. j 
These prepotent families are usually 
established and fixed by considerable ; 
inbreeding at the start, which is the 
readiest way 
of 
uniting 
individuals 
possessing 
similar 
good 
qualities. 
Then, by careful selection and out- 
breeding, the qualities once fixed have 
been maintained. 
By taking into ac* I 
count the influence of the remote as J 
well as the direct ancestors, the breed- j 
er will have no great trouble in pro- I 
ducing like from like w'ith regularity, 


N o w that the markets are offering 
a wide variety of fresh vegetables, it

The simpler thq 
methods of cooking and serving, to* 
begin with, the better.’ All green veg­ 
etables, roots and tubers, should ba 
made firm and crisp, when wilted, by 
soaking in very cold water. 
This may 
take any length of time, from the five 
or ten minutes required by new lettuco) 
to the three or four hours necessary) 
for potatoes. 
Those vegetables that form heads, 
like cabbage, should be soaked head 
downward Iii salted w'ater, to which a 
tablespoonful of vinegar has perhaps 
been added, and the insects that may 
abide between the leaves will crawl 
out. 
Practically all vegetables should 
I be put on in boiling water, and should 
be kept boiling until they are done. 
Peas and beans, cauliflower and as-* 
paragus, must not bo cooked violently] 
1 enough to break the skin, while cab­ 
bage, celery and spinach should bai 
subjected to a rapid boiling. 
By the term boiling we mean to in­ 
clude steaming, as the results are very, 
similar. 
Where vegetables have not 
been’ 
gathered quite young and tender, a 
pinch of baking soda added to the wa-; 
ter in which they are cooked improves 
them in both tenderness and color. OE 
course there should always 
be 
an 
opening between lid and pot for the! 
steam to pass off, or the vegetables 
will turn out soggy. 
Then, too, they 
should always be taken out of the wa­ 
ter as soon as they begin to lose 
their firmness. 
Blanching removes the acid taste of 
so much of our “garden stuff.” 
Be­ 
sides, it makes it possible for tho 
cook to prepare her meal some hours 
ahead of time. 
Simply drop the vege­ 
tables Into rapidly boiling water in 
which a tablespoonful of salt has been 
dissolved for every quart. 
Continua 
the rapid boiling until the vegetable 
is nearly done, then drain and se1 
aside. 
Salt and butter are a sufficient fla­ 
voring for most vegetables, the pro­ 
portion being two and a half tea­ 
spoonfuls of melted butter to every 
quart. 
Savory drippings may be sub-* 
stituted, especially when a “bouquet” 
of onion, savory, thyme and pepper 
are added. 
Pork and 
chicken 
fat 
make the best drippings. 
Care should. 
be taken never to scorch them when 
rendering out. 
Potatoes, 
rice 
and 
other 
highly* 
starchy foods improve with long con*) 
tinued baking—other vegetables 
be* 
come too strongly flavored. • Indeed, 
overcooking of any sort will make non- 
starchy vegetables less digestible, and 
even potatoes should be pricked to let 
out certain gases that occur upon long- 
continued heating. 


Hints for the Dairy. 
Here are a few* hints as to how a 
dairyman can improve his milk. Use 
plenty of sawdust. 
Clip the flanks. 
Avoid feeding directly before milking. 
Use small top pails. 
Milk with clean ,1 
dry hands. 
Cool the milk quickly and 
keep it cold. 
There are only three 
requirements for good milk, simply 
healthy cow's, cleanliness and cold.

with cashmere or fine flannel, andi 
stiffen with an Interlining of canvas 
or crinoline. 
Finish the edges with 
a pretty fancy stitch to conceal the 
seam. 
Then thread, double l l needles 
with different colors of thread, silk. 
and darning, run them in tho cash-' 
mere side with long, even stitches, 
the whole length of the case. 
Fold,' 
and tie with ribbon. 
When needed a 
needle can be drawn out all ready for 
use. 


How Much Feed for M ilking Cows. 
For milking cows it is not desirable 
that more than live or six pounds of ! 
cottonseed meal per day should be 
fed. 
If this, in connection with the 
roughage she is getting, does not fur­ 
nish the proper nutrients in amounts 
and proportions, other grain should be 
added. 
The cow giving but a small 
quantity of milk per day, say about 
a gallon, can be properly fed on cot­ 
tonseed as the only grain if it is fed 
w'ith some good roughage as prairie 
hay. 
With roughage like alfalfa 
it 
could be used as the sole grain ration 
for a cow giving two or three gallons 
per day. 


Coloring Butter. 
There is no moral wrong in color­ 
ing winter butter judiciously. 
Almost 
anyone would prefer to cat butetr 
that pleases the eye as well as the 
palate. 
A strain of Jersey or Guern­ 
sey blood in your cows will help you 
out on the coloring.

Take large fresh mushrooms, with) 
butter or olive oil enough to cover! 
when the butter is fuelled. 
Clean the . 
mushrooms and soak for half 
an 
hour in the oil 
or 
butter. 
Then 
sprinkle 
lightly 
with salt, and lay 
them, gills uppermost, on a well-but­ 
tered gridiron. 
Let them broil over 
a slow, even fire, until the cans are 
filled with juice, then lay carefully 
on slices of brown toast, put a 
bit 
of butter on each mushroom and serve 
hot.

Commissioner St. Clair on Good Roads. 


Editors M essenger:—I wish to say a few words through your paper in 
regard to good roads and the best and cheapest way, as I think, for us to 
get them. 
The 22 l-2c road tax brings in to the road and bridge fund some­ 
thing like $27,000. 
It takes about one-half of th at amount to build and keep 
the bridges in repair; it will take the balance of the tax to keep the four 
g rad in g outfits that we have running. 
Little perm anent work can he done 
with the amount of funds provided. 
My plan is, where the people on any 
ro ad wish perm anent work done they should make private donations, either 
in work or money. 
I think this a better plan than collecting more taxes, for 
when the people make donations the money will be spent on the road that 
will do them the most good. 
W e have in the county 320 road overseers, and 
Counting four miles to each overseer, we have a total of 1280 miles of road. 
It will cost $1 ,0 0 0 per mile on an average, m aking a total cost to build per­ 
manent roads of $1,280,000. 
Dividing the amount by $13,500, the amount we 
have to spend on the roads each year, you see it will take about forty-seven 
years to make good roads. 
Now, say one-half the roads are main roads 
and we spend all the money on them, then it will ju st be twenty-three and 
one-half years before we have the main roads made good. 
The commission­ 
ers are doing all in their power to make good ro acs with the money we have 
but it is impossible for us to do this unless we have the help and co-opera­ 
tion of the people. 
A nother word in regard to the width of our roads, especially in the san­ 
dy land. 
They are entirely too n a r r o w to carry the water that the farmers 
along the roads have drained into them from their farms, and have room 
enough for the ro ad bed. 
Second cjass roads should be 40 feet and first- 
class roads should be 
0 0 feet, and 
it 
the people ever expect to have 
good roads they will have to move their fences out of the roads, and give 
room to build them. 
This is a great question and one h ard to solve, and T 
would like to hsar from thinking men on the subject; for we need every sug­ 
gestion that will help us solve this great problem.

GOOD WAY TO COOK MUTTON. 


Some Time Needed for Grilling, But 
the Results Are All That Can 
Be Desired. 


Three pounds back ribs of mutton, 
Jftne and a half pounds of tomatoes, 
one tablespoon butter, one tablespoon­ 
ful flour, one tablespoonful of Worces­ 
tershire sauce. 
Cut the mutton into chops, and cut 
a round from each. Beat them flat 
[with a knife dipped in water. Melt 
the butter in a frying pan, when hot 
jfry the rounds in it for five minutes on 
leach side. Arrange the rounds in a 
circle on a hot dish. Stir into the pan 
£he flour, and a half a pint of water 
and stir the mixture until boiling; 
season with salt, pepper and the sauce, 
cook gently for two minutes, then pour 
this mixture through a strainer over 
the rounds. 
Pour some boiling water over the 
tomatoes, remove the skins and place 
them between two plates in the oven 
for ten minutes to 
warm 
through, 
place them in the 
centers 
of 
the 
rounds, and serve very hot. 


Fried Stuffed Eggs. 
Fried stuffed eggs make a delicious 
luncheon dish. 
Roll the eggs for 12 
minutes and then drop them into cold 
water and remove the shells without 
breaking the whites. Cut the eggs in 
two through the middle, take out the 
yolks, and mix them with minced ham 
and chickeir, or any savory meat on 
hand. Season to taste, add with salt 
and pepper the uncooked yolk of an 
egg, a few bread crumbs, and a little 
butter. 
Minced parsley and a soupcon 
of onion juice add to 
their 
flavor. 
a hen put the eggs together again, 
pressing the rides tight; they should 
►not be filled so full as to prevent this, 
, 
>and roll the eggs first in the white of 
jr 
egg and then in bread crumbs, repeat­ 
ing the process if the surface is not 
well covered. 
Fry in a basket in deep 
flat and serve with tomato sauce and 
celery or parsley as a garnish. 


Either a little kerosene or a bit of 
soap will stop the squeaking of the 
door hinge. 
To keep lettuce over night, put it 
In a cheesecloth bag and place on the 
Ice or in a cold cellar. 
Radishes and cucumbers should lie 
in ice cold water for at least an hour 
before being sent to the table. 
Cold water, a tablespoonful of am­ 
monia and soap will remove machine 
grease when other means would not 
answer on account of colors running. 
To kill cockroaches put a mixture of 
flour and plaster of paris in places 
infested by cockroaches. The 
crea­ 
tures will eat it greedily. The plaster 
of paris “sets” after they have eater 
it and kills them. 
Panes of glass may he easily 
re­ 
moved by applying soft soap to the 
putty which holds them. 
Leave the 
soap on for a few hours before at­ 
tempting to remove the putty, which, 
however hard it may be, will rarely 
fail to soften under the treatment. 


Care of Brass. 
To clean your brass candlesticks 
and andirons that have become discol­ 
ored, collect the pine ashes that accu­ 
mulate in your fireplace, or, perhaps, 
in the kitchen stove, and moisten them 
with a little warm water, and scour 
each article with 
a bit 
of 
flannel 
dipped in this paste. 
Afterward wash 
jthe brass off with warm water and 
dry with soft, clean flannel, and if it 
does not look like new by this time, 
finish with a dry ash 
flannel 
rub 
down. 


Improving Celery. 
Celery cleaned and soaked for an 
I .ar or two in cold 
water, with 
Which two or three tablesponfuls of 
lemon juice have been mixed, will im­ 
prove the celery which is to be served 
as a vegetable saald. 


Turnip Soup. 


, To make that wholesome and 
sub­ 
stantial dish, turnip soup, boil the tur­ 
nips soft, 
drain, 
then 
rub 
them 
through a sieve. 
To one pint of the 
[vegetable add two quarts of hot milk, 
a good pinch of soda, a heaping table­ 
spoonful of salt, and pepper to taste. 
[Finally stir in two tablespoonfuls of 
onion juice and a thickening of flour 
and butter, rubbing together. Stir con­ 
tinually until it comes to boil, then 
serve at once. 


Princess Cabbage. 
Boil one heed of cabbage 15 min­ 
utes. Drain, set aside to cool. 
Chop 
cabbage fine, add three spoonfuls of 
cream, one of butter, two beaten eggs, 
pepper and salt. 
Mix all well 
to­ 
gether and bake until brown in but­ 
tered dish. Serve hot. 


Floor Wax. 
Shave a five-cent cake of beeswax 
fine and add one quart of gasoline. Let 
stand over night and it will be ready 
for use.
